Second Assistant's office asks for $52, 
221,600, an increase of $2,835,385. The 
Third Assistant estimates the cost for 
the next year at $1,358,100, an increase 
of |87,400, and the Fourth Assistant 
thinks $883,311 will be sufficient for his 
office. For advertisements and mis- 
cellaneous matters tho sum of $6,000 is 
naked, which makes a grand total of 
$97,015,411, an increase over the present 
year of $4,913 846. 


The revenue expected from the postal 


service for the next fiscal year is placed 
at $96,227,076, which will leave a de- 
ficiency of about $1,288,336. 


The mall service at the present time 


is under the civil service regulations. 
A postal clerk or a clerk in the large 
city offices is not removed because of 
bis political opinions. 
Efficiency is 


the first requirement and if a clerk per- 
forms his duty faithfully ho may veto 
as he pleases and is wholly independ- 
ent of TJr. Hanna of any other political 
boas. The result is a great improve- 
ment in the service, us ability to do the 
work required, not partisan considera- 
tions, entitle the men in the postal 
service to their positions. The Post- 
office Department very nearly pays all 
its expenses from the revenue derived 
from the sale of postage stamps.

tloual, all farm product a should be ex- 
empt from taxation. Another resolu- 
tion was to the effect that as trusts are 
annually robbing the people of mil- 
lions that the farmers demand that the 
laws against trusts be enforced and if 
the laws are inadequate that they be 
strengthened. 


Will it do any good for the farmers 


to pass such resolutions ? The present 
Attorney General makes no attempt to 
enforce the laws against trusts. 
In 


fact those institutions are fostered by 
the Government and in consideration 
of the favors shown them contribute 
liberally to the campaign fund of the 
party that protects them. The farmers 
are aware of this and notwithstanding 
their resolutions many of them assist 
the trusts in keeping that party in 
power.

NO DIPHTHERIA IN TOWN. 


Owing to the various rcmors current 


us to the cases of diphtheria iu town 
many parents have withdrawn their 
children from school in the last few 
days. There seems on thorough inves- 
tigation to be no real occasion for this 
action. The Board ot Health has dili- 
gently investigated the matter, and 
it unanimously declares that there ia 
not a case of the dread disease in tho 
town. 
We nro using much caution, 


however, promptly sending home every 
pupil that has any character of sore 
throat. While parents should be very 
watchful of their children, there seems, 
at present, no need to detain them from 
school. 


TEAOirEES' MEETINGS. 


In our teachers' meetings this year 


we are making a special endeavor to 
find the weak spots—always aud every- 
where plentiful a\ schools, whether 
graded or ungraded—in our work, with 
ii view to remedying them. For some 
timo wo have been considering how we 
may best, get children to be accurate 
rind rapid in the fundamental rules, 
addition, subtraction, 
multiplication 


and division. Most children seem to 
thit;k these unimportant, and, as a re- 
sult, they nru frequently stumbling on 
these simplH and yet innst essential 
operations iu arithmetic. This weak 


apparently common to all grades, 


and prevailing very generally in schools 
Ihrtmghout tho country, ww hope to 
meet rajre successfully this year than 
heretofore. 
What boots -it that our 


children know how to solve prublems 
in interest, bank discount and com- 
pound proportion if they aro not aure 
of the correctness of their figuring ?

New York are not confined to any one 
clasi). All aro more or less guilty, from 
tho church people to tho organ grinder 
and tho street peddler. Any one who 
studies this snbject and observes care- 
fully will be astonished and disgusted 
;>t the reckless disregard of each for the 
health,'peaco and comfort of nil others. 


If you should go for a walk in Fifth 


avonno c:i a fine afternoon and all sorts 
and conditions of people were to begin 
to sissnult you with switches, yon would 
cull thn police. They would bo prompt- 
ly arrested and properly punished, 
What for? They have not killed yon or 


limed yon or drawn any blood, and 


yovi nvo apparently none tho worse for 


;i assaults. What they have done is 


to irritate tho nerve terminations of one 
of your five senses—viz., that of touch, 
or the tactile sense, and through the 
nerves of this sense they have made yon 
conscious of painful sensations. This is 
exactly tho treatment you do receive 
from those same people by their nn- 
lecossnry assaults on another sense— 
fix., that of hearing. But should yon 
isk the authorities to interfere in this 
3ase, yon would likely bo arrested yonr- 
elf und your sanity inquired into.— 
North American Boviow. 


Naval Experience. 


Unhappily for naval science—happily 


or all other interests—experience dnr- 
ng the 40 years of the life of modem 
warships has been rare and .!.':conolnsive.

The school of experiment needs correc- 


tion, but the school of experience often 
lacks balance. It is apt to forget that 
tho experience which it generalizes is 
always fragmentary ami often irrele- 
vant. Thus, after tho American civil 
war, 
with its Mcrrimao and its Moni- 


tor, urmor became! Hie ouo thing need- 
ful. 
After Lissa, bocauso Tegethoff hap- 


pened to sink tho Ro d'ltalia, the ram 
was to be the deciding factor in all fu- 
ture combats. The engagements on tho 
Dauubo and Black sea coast in 1S77 and 
187S brought about a similar apotheosis 
of tho torpedo. 
And tho China-Japa- 


nese war is likely to sow as confident n 
conviction that tho navy which has 
quick firing artillery aud hiyh speed 
has every necessary element of force to 
st'curo mi impregnable supremacy.— 
Blaokwood's Magazine.

Hollow Shafting. 


The.use of hollow shafting instead of 


solid appears to bo gaining iu favor, 
the principle, of course, not being new, 
but mechanical difficulties presenting 
themselves iu certain applications. E'or 
instance, a pulley is sometimes fastened 
to a shaft by .means of n, bit of metal 
called a key wedged in between tho 
two, a slight recess or seat being cut in 
the shaft and the inner surface of the 
wheel to receive it, aiid thus, so long us 
the shaft is solid, tho key can be driven 
iuwar4 without special cnre. If, how- 
ever, the shaft were hollow, it might 
spring slifthtly under the pressure and 
its shape be to that degree distorted. 
But tho fact is now coming to be recog- 
nized that screw clamping bolts run- 
ning radially inward from tho hub of a 
jnlley will grip tho shaft as firmly ia 
\ key, tho latter being pronounced need- 
.ess by experts.—New York Sun.
